40 years ago and being employed 
on many vessels in the 
trade. 


For the past few months he had 
not been in the best of health and 
in January was a paticnt at the 
Government Civil Hospital, where 
he remained for 
Ie was discharged from that. insti- 
tution during the annual race 
mecting of the Hongkony Jockey 
Club, and being interested In, 
racing, paid a visit to Happy. 
Valley. When he returned home 
he was suffering from-high fever, 
and although the fever subsequent-' 
ly Jeft him, he never recovered his 
former health and for the past few 
weeks has been confined to his bed 
for a few days at different periods,’ 
He was attended by Dr. B.C. 
Wong, who advisedy him to go to 
the Government Civil Hospital. 
where he would secure better at- 
tention than at home. He refused 
to do so, however, and on Monday 
night suddenly became worse. Dr. 
Wong was sent for and stayed with 
him through the night. His con- 
dition became very ser‘ous about 
2. o'clock yesterday morning, and 
he asked the Doctor to send for 
Inspector Grant, of No. 7 Police 
Station, an old friend of his, who,! 
immediately he received the mes- 
sage, went over and stayed until 
the vend. Capt. Lawrence through- 
out the day gradually grew worse 
and passed away about 5.40 last 
evening.

A NEW HONGKONG 
REVENUE ORDER 


Following recent seizures by Te. 
vente Ofleers certain information 
hiis been received by the Superinten- 
dent of Imports and Experts with 
the result that new regulations have 
been framed to provent smuggling of 
liquer from nbip to shore, | 

The following notica was posted 
at the Harbour Office yesterday, 
and, we undemtand, ;in also being 
distributed in  quartera which will 
be affected by the ruling: 

“Notice in hereby Riven that on 
and after April 1; no removal permit 
for dutiahle lquor and tobacco will 
be passed for removal ex bend to 
ships’ etores, unless the application 
is accompanied by an order signed 
by tho agonta of-the ship. Buch 
order must, bo drawn up in-such a 
way so 18 to prevent any nddition 
being made after signature. Whon 
the order doc fill the whole of tho 


,form a line should be drawn immedi- 


atély after the entry. When any 
alterations have been made, auch 
»khowld be initinlled by the person 
sigiing the order, Clerka have re- 
ceived ordera ta. atrictly’ obwerve 


and any order 


hy hich appears to have heen impro- 


perly altered will not he passed. 

“The reason for this alteration in 
procedure is the discovery of rerious 
lenkage through the eustom of ship's 
oflicera handing over to harbour 
runners aigned blank forma which 
are then filled in, and used to en- 
able dutinhble gooda ta be withdrawn 
from bond, and diaposert of ushore.”

HARBOUR ESCAPADE. 


CHINESE YOUTHS IN 
SERIOUS TROUBLE, 


What pppoars to have beon an 
escapade on tho part of two Chin- 
oso youths namod Lim Hoi-bin 
and ‘Tan Tock-siong on board o 
motor launch in Singaporo har- 
bour on Tucsday last wook, was 
described in. the Polico Courts 
whon tho two young mon wore 
produced on charges of murdor 
and attempted murdor and ro- 
mandod pending further onquirios 
into tho casos against thom. 


The first intimation which the 
Police recoivod of tho affair was a 
mossago from Blakang Mati— 
oa fortified island in tho 
herbour--to tho  offoct that 
two Chinoso youths ‘had boon 
stranded: thero and wanted 
to got back to Singapore. Inves- 
tigations: proved that tho affair 
was far from boing meroly on 
exciting soquel to an outing, for 
the mate belonging to tho motor 
launch involved in the matter 
wos picked up by a passing 
Jnunch as ho clung to a log intho 
soa, and on hearing his story o 
soarch was conduoted for’ tho 
body of tho cox of the motor 
launch who, it was said, had 
beon thrown ovorboard by the 
two ,Chinose youths who hirod 
tho launch to coast around tho 
island, - ‘ 


Tho story is as follows: Tho 
two Chinose, who only recently 
arrived in Singapore trom Java, 
and had boon staying ata local 
hotel sinse thoir arrival, boarded 
tho ‘launch at Johnston's Pior. 
Tho troublo appoors to have 
begun when tho boat was noaring 
Blakang Mati. ‘Tho cox gavo 
up tho whool to tho mato and 
thore was an argumont with the 
Chincso passongors, who wanted 
‘to tako over tho command of tho 
launch. Ono of the accusod men 
strugglod with tho mato for pos- 
sossion of tho wheel and ba- 
camo vory violent, Seizing a 
lomounado bottle, tho first man 
struck tho mate over - tho 
head, and the cox ran tho 
wholo length of the launch to 
tho stern whore tho acousod 
caught him and throw him ovor- 
board. ‘Thon both tho Chinoso 
caught hold of tho mate and throw 
him out into tho soa, : 


Thoy soomed unablo to control 
tho boat, states tho mato, and did 
not succeed in going vory far, for 
they found themselves stranded 
off Blankang Mati whoro thoy 
wont ashore. 

Tho mato further states bo was 
fortunato in clinging to « Jog but 
ho drifted for some time boforo 
boing picked up at the ontranco 
to Koppel Harbour. Nothing 
more -was soon of tho cox who 
had boon pushed over tho rtern 
of tho boat. Tho Polico soarched 
for hours but no trace of the man 
could be found.

LAST WEEK'S FIGURES. 


The health return for last week 
shows a total of 18 cases of infec. 
tious disease with eleven denths, all 
being Chinese with the exception 
of s Swiss ease of diphthoria, 
Thero wero six caser of  onteric 
fover, (five denthe), five of small- 
pox (two deaths), five of corebro- 
spinal fever (four deaths) and ons 
each of diphtheria and puerperal 
fever. Ono ccrobro-apinul fover 
caso was imported. Of tho 18 
enses, cleven occurred in tho 
Victoria district, six in Kowloon 
and one in Shaukiwen. 

Five cases of infectious disonacs 
wero reported to the Medical Officer 
of IIeaith on Monday, all Chincso, 
‘Tsvo wore suffering from diphtheria, 
one from entoric fover and two 
from cerebro-spinal fever.
